How could they thus rebel against 
their earthly rnkrs, and even against God 
Himself I It was because they were more 
willing to listen to tho weirds of men than 
lo the promises or God. Had they listened 
to the voice of I-Y.ith, they would have heard 
her say: "God has already delivered us 
often. "He has never failed U3 i:i on:'times 
of need. Tho'.'eforc He will not fail us now." 
Instead, therefore, of murmuring, they 
would have betaken themselves to prayer, 
nnd the result would havo been that Go;l 
would hiive given In cm victory over ail 
their foes. It was the hearkening to the 
voice of unbelief, that was the saurco of all 
their woes. Faith said: "We can yet in." 
And it would have got in. Unbelief said: 
"\Vecannotgetir.." And it did not entei' 
the land.—Ren. A. F. Scliaugter.
